Student 
demonstrations 
at 


three Midwestern universities 
have been broken up by police 
as militant protests continue to 
disturb the calm of academic 
Itfe on a number of U.S. cam* 
puses. 


Police were called in Wednes- 


day night at Marquette Univer- 
sity in Milwaukee, Roosevelt 
University 
in 
Chicago 
and 


Southern Illinois University in 
Carbondale. 


There was a peaceful ending, 


however, to a three-day sit-in at 
Stanford University in Califor- 
nia 
when 
about 400 youths 


walked out of the Old Student 
Union they had held since Mon- 
day. 


The end came after the Aca- 


demic Council—the top faculty 
body—voted to recommend that 
Stanford president Wallace Ster- 
ling set aside the proposed sus- 
pensions of seven students who 
demonstrated against CIA re- 
cruiters last fall. 


In Chicago police arrested 24 


student demonstrators at Roos- 
evelt University after they re- 
fused to leave a corridor outside 
the office of President Rolf A. 
Weil. 


The 
students, 
protesting 


Weil's veto of the full-time hir- 
ing of controversial history in- 
structor Staughton Lynd, sub- 
mitted peacefully to arrest after 
being threatened with expulsion 
if they did not leave. 


Police said they were charged 


with trespassing and held on 
$250 bond each. Weil termed the 
students willful law breakers 
and said they had left the ad- 
ministrative council no choice 
but to call in police. 


Lynd, former Yale professor, 


defied a State Department ban 
in 1965 to travel to Communist 
China and North Vietnam. 


University security officials 


joined city and state police in 
Carbondale to clear a small 
group of students who briefly 
held the office of university 
President Delyte W. Morris. 


Two students were arrested 


and two others were treated for 
minor injuries. Six windows 
were smashed and a door was 
broken in the house which 
serves as the president's office. 


The demonstration followed 


two. days of,general, unrest at 
the 19,pOO^tUdent university. It 
Was ^appa'renfl^ih 'P'r o^t'e s t 
against the university's decision 
not to sponsor a speaking en- 
gagement by Black Power advo- 
cate Stokley Carmichael. 


In Milwaukee two students 


were arrested but later released 
when police broke up a sit-in 
demonstration by about 400 stu- 
dents attempting

guests from leaving a campus 
dinner at Marquette University. 


The sit-in was sponsored by a 


group called "Concerned Black 
Students" to protest the univer- 
sity's alleged lack of concern 
for the "plight of the black 
man."

auto registration data to the 
highest commercial bidder. 


Author Corliss Lament, a 


wealthy New Yorker, wants the 
practice stopped and the state 
law that authorizes it declared 
an unconstitutional invasion of 
privacy. 


Computers have become so ef- 


ficient and so sophisticated, he 
said recently in an appeal, "a 
terrifying array of personal in- 
formation" becomes available 
at the push of a button. 


If sale of auto registration 


data is permitted, he said, other 
public records could readily find 
their way to private hands. 


New Yorkers, like car owners 


everywhere, have to supply the 
state with certain information 
when registering a vehicle: 
name, address, date of birth, 
sex and the like. 


The state then reproduces the 


registration applications on 35 
mm microfilm rolls and sells 
them, with lists of car owners, 
to the highest "responsible" bid- 
er. 


The 
information, 
Lament 


said, is then used for unsolicited 
mail and telephone pitches, 
especially in the auto trade. 


New York sold the list for 


$36,000 this year to R. L. Polkfc 
Co,, a Delaware corporation. 


Federal 
Judge 
Marvin E. 


Frankei of New York City dis- 
missed Lament's suit last June. 
He said the information sold is 
not vital or intimate. 


Polk, the company that seems 


to deal with most of the states, 
says the only exceptions are 
Alaska,

Mixed Drinks 
in Clubs Are 
Ruled Illegal 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Atty. 


Gen. Joe Purcell ruled today 
that regulations drawn up by 
the state Alcohol Beverage Con- 
trol Board recently to permit 
sale of mixed drinks in private 
clubs "contravene statutory pro- 
hibition, and are therefore in- 
valid," 


Frank Graves, an enforce- 


ment officer for the ABC was 
on hand when Purcell issued 
the opinion. 


He said he had been sent to 


pick up a copy for the board, 
which was meeting at the time 
the opinion was issued. 


Purcell's opinion was handed 


down in response to a request 
from Mrs. John R, Starr, a 
Little Rock justice of the peace. 
Mrs. Starr asked for the opinion 
after Purcell refused to answer 
a 
query 
from newsmen on 


whether the regulations were 
legal. 


Mrs. Starr said in her request 


that since 1935, it has generally 
been assumed that the Arkan- 
sas liquor act provided o n l y 
package sales of liquor with no 
consuming on the premises. 


Purcell quoted from Arkan- 


sas statute 48-309, which, he 
said, governs the "only remain- 
ing field of liquor traffic per» 
mitted by law, that is, the sell- 
ing and dispensing at retail." 


The pertinent part of the sta- 


tute says;"...all such sales shall 
be in unbroken packages and 
the same shall not be opened 
or the contents or any part con- 
sumed on the premises where 
purchased." 


Purcell also was asked wheth- 


er mixed drink permits could 
be issued to restaurants, hotels 
or clubs and he said that is- 
suance of any permit to such 
facilities could only allow re- 
tail sales in unbroken packages 
for off-premises consumption.

NO SURPRISES LEFT 


In a way the most surprising thing about the dual, announcement Tuesday that 


Jim Johnson and wife Virginia, would jointly seek the offices of U. S. Senator and 
Governor, was that anyone was surprised. At this late date seasoned political watchers 
should not be surprised at anything the Johnsons will do In the realm of politics. 


But the announcement does raise some questions of more than passing moment. 


One, of course, has to do with party loyalty. Altho it was announced that Jim had

One county official, who Is generally in the know, has said that 
Johnson has been observed "coming down off the mountain" at least three times this 
spring, which leads some to the conclusion (either true or false) that he and Rocke- 
feller have had their heads together on how best to muddy the political waters and 
thus assure Win's re-election. 


But probably the most vexing question the twin campaigns pose Is what would 


happen to the happy Johnson household should both partners win. Would it mean 
husband would depart for Washington and wife to Little Rock? Surely that would be 
the case and if so think of the domestic strain it might cause to say nothing of that 
Imposed on the state and nation. In the interests/ therefore of tranquility on all 
fronts, we would hope the Johnsons would reconsider their announcements and let 
either one (oriboth) retire before the strain on the electorate becomes unbearable.

A number of people who were loyal to L.B.J. tried to force a change in 
the Arkansas Party Rules to force Arkansas Democrats to vote for the 
National Party nominees. 
The record shows that we were able to 


defeat the prosposal by a vote of more than two to one. Now if I had 
not been a loyal Arkansas Democrat I would have helped to pass that 
proposal and destroyed the Arkansas Party by driving all of the Arkan- 
sas Democrats out of the party who cannot and will not vote for Fabian 
Socialists like Lyndon Johnson. 


If I had not been a loyal Arkansas Democrat f would have two 


years ago, after becoming the Democratic nominee for Governor, told 
the leaders of the Arkansas Democrats we had just defeated in the 
primaries to go to — rather than inviting them to support me as 
their nominee, as I did. Many people think this invitation for party 
unity cost me the election. If it did, Jim and Virginia Johnson have 
suffered more than any two people in the history of the state, for the 
sake of party loyalty. 


If I had not been a loyal Arkansas Democrat, Virginia and I would 


have filed this year as candidates for public office on the American 
Party ticket, and encouraged others to do so, thereby splitting the 
Arkansas Democratic Party vote in the General Election guaranteeing 
the election of the Republican candidates for state, district and county 
offices. • 


Yes, I supported Barry Goldwater four years ago, and I am sup- 


porting George Wallace this year with all of the energy and resources 
at my command. In doinq so I am not violating a single rule of the 
Arkansas Democratic Party. The Arkansas Party Rules require only 
that Arkansas Democrats support in the General Election the nominees 
selected in the Arkansas Democratic primaries. Some 200,000 Arkan- 
sas Democrats violated this rule, including many Party Leaders, in the 
last General Election and elected a Republican Governor. 
If only 


25,000 of these people could have remained loyal to the Arkansas 


Democratic Party, Arkansas would have been spared the mortification 
of the most incompetent Governor since Powell Clayton. 


After visiting with people in most of the counties during the peti- 


tion campaign for Wallace, I find that a large majority of the people 
who bolted the Party under the sincere impression that Rockefeller 
could and would do more for the State, after almost two years without 
leadership, are so sick of their choice they are anxious to rectify their 
mistake by electing native Arkansans to their highest offices. 


Now as to those who bolted the party for other than sincere rea- 


sons, including a few die-hards who are not big enough to admit they 
could make a mistake, this group along with a handful of ambitious 
politicians and their henchmen are the people who are saying "Jim 
sold us out." I am the first to admit that I made many blunders during 
the last campaign. I almost ran my guts out defeating the most power, 
ful political machine ever assembled in Arkansas. I had lost over 42 
pounds! Tired and weary, I blundered up to Cherokee Village looking 
for rest, help and relief. I got all three—right between the eyes. The 
rest of the race is history. One old friend has suggested .tbat,;with the . 
new influential ''friends" I acquired during the General flection last j 
time, I didn't need any enemies to c'a'use rrie to" fose**f h'§' eli?ffon. 


By implication your editorial questions how I have been able to 


make a living these past two years. Frankly, it hasn't been easy. But 
the Lord has blessed me with many friends who have confidence in my 
judgment (as is attested to by the 258,000 people who voted for me 
for Governor in the last election). After having gained a favorable 
reputation as a student of the law due to my almost eight years on the 
Supreme Court of Arkansas, many of these people have brought their 
legal problems to me. I have counseled with them and referred them 
to the lawyers I thought best suited to handle their type of case. Most 
of these lawyers paid me the standard one-third of the fees they col- 
lected. These funds, along with the money I have borrowad from my 
father, T. W. Johnson, who lives there in Crossett, have financed us 
these last two years and permitted us to accomplish what we did in 
the Wallace petition campaign. All of my debts are paid except the 
mortqage on my home and the $4,500.pO I borrowed from my Dad to 
pay for the statewide telecast I made far Wallace. (This will be paid, 
but if it shouldn't be, I don't anticipate a foreclosure soon.) 


As to filing fees for Governor and U. S. Senator, eleven patriots 


across the state paid all of the fees except $400.00 and we had that. 
Since our announcement, campaign contributions have been coming 
in rather steadily and based upon our past experience, we anticipate 
that we will collect enough funds from the people to conduct an ade- 
quate and successful campaign. Now I've told you about all my busi- 
ness except to show you a copy of my income tax return, and I guess 
I could do that if you insist. I don't know of any lawyers who are 
having to peddle pencils on the street corners. Even the young ones 
seem to do all right. I think my record indicates that I am better than 
a green hand in the leqal profession. Of course I am sure that many 
of the "charitable" liberals and some of my political enemies are 
disappointed that I have not starved to death these last two years. 
I am happy to have disappointed them. 


As to the unnamed county official "who is generally in the know," 


you so gleefully ounte as having reported that I had been observed 
"coming down off the mountain," I must confess I have been to the- 
mountain once and by the foot of the mountain once, in the past two 
years. Frances Mallory Jeffress, who is the former dietitian and lunch 
room supervisor for the CrosseH School System, and her husband, 
Leslie Jeffress, the retired assistant postmaster at Crossett, are now 
curators of the Episcopal Diocese of Arkansas' Camp Mitchell, which 
is located on Petit Jean Mountain. Soon after they moved into their 
lovely home, which is on this side of the mountain from the "Squire," 
they invited us up to their place for supper. We accepted and had a 
wonderful visit. 


The time I went by the foot of the mountain was when I returned 


to Conway from Perryville one night too late to catch the Toadsuck 
Ferry in operation and had to take the long route through Morrilton. 
I had been to Perryville to visit a dear friend, Mrs. Carolyn Anderson, 
whose husband, Harry, had just passed away. That is my confession. 
My! How observant your unnamed county official must be. It sounds 
more like "facts" Marlin Hawkins, the Conway County Sheriff, might 
"produce." 


Your intended innuendo is quite plain. What you are trving to 


say is that Rockefeller paid us to get into our races. You infer that our 
candidacy for public office on the Democratic ticket is going to help 
Rockefeller win re-election. The only help we are going to give him 
is to help him right out of office! And if you climb on his wagon again 
this year, expect to find it a lot less crowded. Two years of going 
nowhere is more than enough for Arkansas. 


You end your "little" epistle by pretending concern fdr the wel- 


fare of the Johnson household. I could answer you by saying that it 
would be nice to have a Junior Senator in Washington who would want 
to come back to Arkansas more than once every six years. Or, I could 
remind you that almost one-fourth of the men in this state, because 
of their employment, are able to spend little time with their families 
except on weekends. I will tell you and the rest of the Liberals that 
better men than you and I are spending Alt of their time away from 
their families fiqhtinq a no-win war in Vietnam, while a bunch of 
"Peace At Any Price" politicians try to appease the Communists. 


For your information, I wouldn't have taken my wife and family 


to Washington with me for the first two years even if Virginia were 
not going to be the next Governor of Arkansas. Under the steward- 
ship of the Liberal Establishment, Washington. D. C , is not a safe 
place for women, nor a decent p'.ice to raise children, and probably 
won't he for at least two years after George Wallace becomes Presi- 
dent of the United States. With the mess our Nation's Capital is in 
now, it will probably take us that bnq to straighten it out. In the 
meantime, can you think of a better or safer place for my family to be 
during the week while I am in Washington than the Governor's Man- 
sion in Little Rock? 


Now, Bob, you have too fine a little paper to have to stoop to 


rumor monqering again in the future, leave that to the desperate 
little politicians who have no other recourse but to resort to character 
assassination, when they feel the tidal wave of public sentiment inun- 
dat'ng them. In time, maybe even they, too, will be washed clean 
enough by the waves to want to "Stand Up For America!"

dreamed it could, says Jim 
"Catfish" Hunter. 


With a high fastball Wednes* 


day night, the 22-year-old Bert* 
ford, N.C., native struck out 
Rich Reese, a .154 hitter, and 
earned an extra $5,000. 


It also made him the first 


American League pitcher in 46 
years to hurl a regular season 
perfect game, 


He didn't allow a runner to 


reach first and struck out 11 as 
the Oakland A's downed Minne- 
sota 4*0, 


Charlie Robertson pitched a 


perfect game April 30, 1922, as 
the Chicago White Sox beat De- 
troit 2-0, Don Larsen of the New 
York Yankees baat Brooklyn 2*0 
with a perfect game in the 1956 
World Series. 


It was the ninth perfect nine- 


inning regular season in base- 
ball since 1880. 


Reese, a pinch hitter, had 


fouled off five pitches in running 
the count to 3-2. 


"I would have rather walked 


him than give up a no-hitter," 
said a jubilant Hunter. 


A's 
owner 
Charles 
Finley 


called Hunter on the clubhouse 
phone and told him: 


"I just lost $5,000 on that 


game." 


"Who won it?" asked Hunter. 
"You did," 
replied 
Finley. 


"I'm 
tearing up your cotract 


and giving you one for $5,000 
more." 


"I wasn't real nervous," said 


the 6-foot, 192-pound right-hand- 
fir 


"But I was thinking a little 


about the no-hitter when I went 
to bat in the eighth." 


Hunter, who went 3-for-4, sin- 


gled in two runs after Ron Per- 
ranoski had forced in a run by 
walking Danny Cater. 


"I threw mostly fastballs," 


said Hunter, "trying to throw 
strikes." 


Hunter got the name Catfish 


when he was 6, related the A's 
announcer, 
Monte Moore. The 


youngster turned up missing 
and his family found him near a 
creek with a string of catfish. 


Hunter, who skipped the mi- 


nor leagues, was on the disabled 
list in 1964 due to an operation 
on a foot to remove shotgun pel- 
lets which lodged there during a 
hunting accident. A hunting ac- 
cident in 1963 cost him the big 
toe on his right foot. 


Was the perfect game men- 


tioned In the dugout? 


"Mike Hershberger kept say- 


ing that he thought somebody 
got on base," said Hunter. 


"We were going to do any- 


thing to preserve the no-hitter," 
said third baseman Sal Bando, 
"dive in front of the ball and try 
to get an error if we couldn't get 
an out on the play," 


Bando had stopped a hard 


grounder and thrown out Bob 
Allison in the fifth. 


The victory pushed the ral- 


lying A's into third place ahead 
of Minnesota, but one of the A's 
smallest crowes of the season, 
6,298. watched the masterpiece.

Afrikaans 
started evolving some time be- 
ore the so-called Great Trek of 
rioneer Dutch settlers from the 
joast into the interior of what is 
low South Africa in the 19th 
jentury, It adopted tribal and

tongue of the frontiersman, 


Afrikaners had little left but 


their land and their language 
after defeat by the British in the 
1899-1902 Boer War.

Fr&e Speech for 
Congressmen 


Do congressmen lalk too much? 


If they do, one r&ison may be that 
they have—by law—more freedom 
of speech than you and t. 


Suppose that a senator, in the 


course of debate, accuses a promi- 
nent businessman of cheating on 
his income tax return. Even if the 
senator has no proof at all, he can- 
not be held liable for defamation 
of character. As a member of 
Congress, he is protected by what 
the law calls an "absolute privilege" 
iigainst liability for slanderous state- 
ments. 


fn fact, n congressman is pro- 


tected not only against slander suits 


if based on what he says in the 
course of debate. For example: 


A bribery charge was brought 


against a congressman on the basis 
of a speech he gave on the House 
floor favorable to a certain financial 
institution. There was some evi- 
dence that he had collected a pay- 
off from the institution for giving 
the speech. 


But the court ruled that, even if 


the charge was true, he still could 
not be convicted—because that 
would be an infringement of a con- 


gressmart's 
special 
freedom 
of 


Speech.

K's Not the Tax 
But the Debt That 
Disturbs America 


A 


rkansas Congressman Wil* 
bur D. Mills made a gallant 
stand against ruinous fiscal 


policy for more than a year but 
finally voted Wednesday to go 
along with this compromise: 


Add a I0-per*cent surtax to 


present federal income taxes, 
and require a cutback of 6 bil- 
lions in President 
Johnson's 


spending plans. 


It's a disheartening turn and 


bodes ill for the national Demo- 
cratic ticket in the 1968 elec- 
tions. "Expense cut" promises 
from politicians don't mean much 
any more and a disillusioned 
people are likely to take ven- 
geance against the majority party 
on Election Day. 


Many people like your editor, 


don't mind a tax increase as much 
as they fear the never-ending rise 
in the federal debt. You can al- 
•ways repeal a tax hike at some 
later day -but paying down a 
reckless debt takes something 
more than votes and laws. 


Your editor drew the line a 


few years ago when he opposed 
using debt money to construct a 
$400,000 post office building for 
Hope. It stirred up a hornet's 
nest in our town, but I had a 
majority in a divided town with 
me and now the fear of an ever- 
climbing 
debt 
is 
rampant 


throughout America. 
. We wouldn't mind the tax in- 
crease except for the demon- 
strated fact that the politicians 
won't use it to reduce the debt 
but, instead, will post it as col- 
lateral to push the debt still 
higher. 


And 
as 
the federal debt 


climbs the value of your money 
decreases, and prices go higher. 


Wednesday's compromise — a 


10 per cent increase in income 
tax and a 6-billion expenditure 
cut-sounds O.K., but will the 
promise be carried out? I don't 
think so. You can find out for 
yourself— watch Congress raise 
the debt limit again, as it has 
repeatedly done ever since the 
end of World War n. When that 
happens you'll know that Wed- 
nesday's promises didn't mean 
a thing. 


There is a solution, if Wash- 


ington only had the courage to 
enact it. It is simply this: Stipu- 
late that in any fiscal year when 
expenditures run higher than tax 
income the salaries of all policy- 
making federal officials, from 
the President down through Con- 
gress, be reduced by the same 
percentage that the deficit bears 
to the Government's Income. The 
sole exception would be in the 
event of a formal declaration of 
war. 


It's the "industrial incentive" 


idea applied in reverse— instead 
of rewarding men who produce a 
profit you penalize politicians 
who permit a deficit.

DANBURY, Conn, (AP) - If 


gambling is an evil, thousands 
of North American tourists are 
willing to jet several thousand 
miles across the water to meet 
that evil head on among the 
Caribbean islands. 


The gambling fraternity does 


have the choice of flying to Las 
Vegas, Nev., where you don't 
need 
an up-to-date 
smallpox 


vaccination but where you do 
meet the ever present Internal 
Revenue Service 
agents who 


may sidle up to you in the midst 
of a winning streak and whisper 
in your ear: "Don't forget to de- 
clare your winnings on your 
Form 1040." 


And if you lose, what glamor 


is there losing in just another of 
the 50 states when you could 
say: "They took me in Curacao; 
they busted me in Antigua; look 


at my tropical tan." 


But without junkets gambling 


would be a minor enterprise. 
Briefly the junket is a chartered 
plane or a group of tourists who 
pay $300 and get everything else 
free including the free chips. 


A junket requires a junketeer 


or an agent, or a tourguide as 
he may be called. Its his job to 
develop tours from his particu* 
lar city for a particular las Ve» 
gas casino. So successful is this 
system that the plane traffic at 
Las Vegas looks like Kennedy 
Airport. 


The small islands of the Car- 


ibbean, short of income to meet 
the needs 
of their poverty- 


stricken 
population, have not 


been blind to the "Vegas junket 
syndrome." 


With their tropical beaches, 


low-salaried help and coopera- 
tive governments, the gambling 
syndicates have set up shop on 
the islands by simply taking 
over the junket format. 


In a manner these gambling 


junkets have an "almost-free" 
hooker attached. For instance, 
if a person wanted to go to An- 
tigua or practically any other is- 
land in the Caribbean for the 


purpose 
of 
trying his luck 


against the casino odds, his fare 
plus four or five days at a luxu- 
rious hotel including most of the 
extras would be $500. He could 
take his wife along too (and 
many do) for only $225 extra. 
And in addition he would re- 
ceive $500 free in nonnegotiable 
gambling chips. 


The 
term 
"nonnegotiable" 


designates the chips that are to 
be used for gambling only and 
can't be cashed immediately 
upon arrival at your destination. 


These 
special 
chips 
are 


"seed" to start your streak of 
luck. It would be indeed a rare 
bird who failed to succumb to 
the gaming tables when he or 
she is sure that he can win on 
his free chips. So sure is the 
house that you will gamble and 
lose, that if you show a sincere 
desire to play the games, they 
will even give you the cash for 
your free chips. All you've got 
to do is play a little and pray a 
lot. 


Gambling with free "junket" 


chips is much the same as eat- 
ing peanuts. Whoever stopped at 
one peanut? There is obviously 
something wrong with the logic 
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of those who go on a gambling 
junket. 


For the casino to give you 


$500 of free chips which reim- 
burses you for the $500 junket 
expenses, they must expect you 
to lose. To break even the house 
must figure on your losing your 
$500 free chip money plus an av- 
erage of $500 in hard cash. Thus 
the average player is out his 
$500 tour expense plus $500 in 
cash. 


The favorite casino gambling 


games seem to be of the stand- 
ard American variety: black- 
jack or 21, roulette and dice.

student Ivy League university's 
oldest and largest unit, decided 
Sunday to end formal classes 
almost four weeks before the 
Official end of the term May 29. 


Some other units of the uni- 


versity were expected to follow 
Columbia College's lead but it 
was 
not 
known Immediately 


what they would do. 


The confusion was heightened 


by rebel students who renewed 
their two-week-old protest by 
calling for a boycott of classes. 
Minor scuffling broke out at 
several pots this morning as 
staff members and unsympath- 
etic students walked through 


picket lines set up to enforce the 
boycott. 


Fewer 
than 
200 students 


manned picket lines before a 
dozen buildings. 


Henry Coleman, the acting 


dean of Columbia College who 
was held inside his office for al- 
most 24 hours when the student 
protest began April 23, predict* 
ed the university "will not be 
back to normal this semester." 


The classroom doors swung 


open today for the first time in 
10 days. The student protest be- 
gan over construction of a gym* 
nasium in a park buffering Ne- 
gro Harlem and the university 
and over a government-oriented 
defense project partly spon- 
sored by Columbia. 


The gymnasium project has 


since been suspended but that 
apparent victory for the rebel 
students has obviously not end* 
ed their protest. 


The rebels now claim to have 


the support of 5,000 students for 
their boycott. They issued a 
bulletin today listing more than 
50 "liberation" classes in such 
subjects as "avant-garde litera-
